His followers called ‘Sikhs’ formed a group 
of God-fearing men and women devoted to 
the service of the people. He laid down 
simple rules of conduct through which man 
could lead a humane and meaningful life 
and find his-own fulfilment. He was revered 
alike by Hindus and Muslims. His life is an 
inspiring example of the practice of truth, 
love and humility.
